Moveneat  of  Seed,  In  spite  of  very  favorable  v/eather  pernitting  harvesting  and  ginning  to  resune 
again  after  "being  retarded  for  several  weeks,  the  novenent  of  cottonseed  to  oil  nills  in  Texas 
showed  a  decrease  over  that  of  the  previous  week.    However,  with  open  weather  prevalent  the  raove- 
nent  of  seed  should  he  on  an  increase  next  week.    Although  the  movenent  in  Oklahona  was  not  heavy 
it  showed  a  sharp  increase  over  that  of  last  week. 


Quality  of  Seed.  The  cottonseed  grade  certificates  received  this  week  oy  the  U.  S.  Departnent  of 
Agriculture  reflected  lower  average  grades  in  Texas  and  Oklahona,  The  average  grade  in  Texas  was 
57«5  conpaxed  v-ith  99. 5  the  previous  week. 

The  lowest  average  grade  was  in  District  9  (^Pper  Coastal  Counties)  where  ginning  is  practically 
conpleted;  this  district  also  showed  the  largest  grade  reduction  over  that  of  a  week  earlier. 


In  Oklahoma  the  average  grade  was  93.5  conpared  with  94.5  last  week, 
Oklahona)  showed  the  lowest  average  grade  of  90»0t

The  lower  average  grade  for  seed  in  Texas  and  Oklahoma  was  accounted  for  hy  the  excessivo  noisture 
and  free  fatty  acid  content.    In  District  4  (Blackland  Area)  the  average  grade  was  101. 5»  ^li© 
highest  in  the  State  chiefly  due  to  th©  relative  high  oil  content  in  the  seed. 

Cottonseed  Prices:    Oil  aill  prices  ranged  fron  $57  '^^         per  ton  hasis  grade  (lOO)  f  .o.h.  gins.
